sical fitness or mental alertness or ca­ 
pacity to stand pain and fatigue. 
The 
story of the Spartan b oy who permitted 
a fox concealed in his gown to gnaw out 
his vitals while b eing tried for theft is a 
famous example. 
Gods and 
heroes of 
ancient times had wonderful ab ility as is 
evidenced b y 
stories 
of Hercules and 
Achilles, of Beowulf the Saxon and of the 
Spanish Cid, who fought the Moors. The 
powers of Richard Cour de Lion, in b attle, 
the mental 
acuteness of Julius Caesar, 
who could dictate to three secretaries at 
the same time, the b rilliance of Sir W a l­ 
ter Scott, who could write a novel as r a p­ 
idly as a stenographer can take notes are 
cases of striking capacity 
for 
achieve­ 
ment. 
The 
ab ility 
of Napoleon 
Bona­ 
parte to cam pagn over Europe and plan 
b attles on five hours sleep a day, the 
lestless activity of the versatile Theodore 
Roosevelt, have inspired and am azed the 
pub lic. 
The fondness for endurance tests still 
continues and numerous recent examples 
show w hat can b e done. 
Recently a 16 
year old girl at Cincinnati 
died 
from 
everexertion in winning a Charleston con­ 
test. 
In N evada 50 contestants danced 
the Charleston in a non-stop endurance 
contest and only three were left alter 34 
hours- 
In Paris a grocer’s clerk in a hall 
near the Bois de Boulogne danced for 96 
hours, having exhausted 8 partners and 3 
orchestras, with only a phonograph left 
to set the pace. 
Every 3 hours he rested 
3 minutes and ate soup, eggs or steak, 
and drank a pint of coffee. 
He danced 
a slow one step and occasionally a fox 
trot slowed down to a waltz. 
Eight stu­ 
dents of Georgetown University sub mit­ 
ted to a 60 hour period of wakefulness to 
determine the need of sleep. 
After going 
ab out their usual d a y’s work, they were 
(juestioned at night and put through va­ 
rious mental and physical tests. 
Different other forms of tests can also 
b e cited. 
A G erm an actor recently un­ 
dertook to smash a w om an ’s record of 43 
hours continuous talking. 
He spent 30 
hours dictating a novel he had written to 
eight stenographers 
and 
then 
recited 
poetry 
and 
discussed 
politics. 
To 
get 
short periods of rest he sang the (xerman 
national anthem. 
Eleven horses entered 
the seventh annual 300 mile endurance 
ride at Brandon, Vermont, in good con­ 
dition. 
In the last d a y’s ride of 60 miles 
all the entrants remaining finished w ith­ 
in the 9 hour limit except one, a ^Morgan, 
which was 10 minutes late. Fifteen horses 
had started, b ut four were withdrawn.

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BOOKS AND BOOKS 


A rem arkab le feature of the modern 
world is, the extraordinary production of 
printed matter of all sorts and of b ooks 
in particular. 
Illiteracy is almost non-ex- 
i.^tent in progressive countries. And news­ 
papers, numerou'i periodicals, and b ooks 
ol every variety are constantly b eing pub ­ 
lished. 
Indeed this is an era of universal 
reading and of continual writing b y amb i­ 
tious literary people, who would have had 
no opportunity to do so not very many 


génération.^ ago. 
Four hundred years ago 
almost no one outside the ranks of the 
clergy could read or write and the print­ 
ing press was .still in its infancy. 
Novel 
writing did not b egin until ab out the mid­ 
dle of the eighteenth century and the cre­ 
ation of the historical novel was in 1814, 


when Scott produced Waverley. It is said 
that more b ooks have b een written ab out 
the W a r Between the States than ab out 
all previous wars of history. And already 
the World W a r has occasioned the pro­ 
duction of more literature than even the 
American Civil War. 
P rotessor J. F. Thorpe of England, an 
expert in organic 
chemistry, 
maintains 
that there are too many b ooks in the 
world. 
“ The space occupied b y our in­ 
creasing lib raries,” he asserts, “ is cause 
for alarm to those who contemplate the 
possib ilities of the future.” 
And yet the investigation of the sub ­ 
ject produces some surprising facts. The 
United States 
without 
doub t 
has the 
greatest and most complete lib rary sys­ 
tem in the world 
However, the pub lic li­ 
b raries of this 
country 
have on their 
shelves only ab out 
7 0,000,000 
volumes. 
This is just a little more than half a b ook 
for each individual in the land. 
Sixty 
American cities with population of from 
10,000 to 100,000 have no lib raries. Over 
650 communities whose populations vary 
from 2,500 to 10,000 have none- Nearly 
half of our population lacks lib ray facili­ 
ties and in rural districts 80 per cent of 
the people are without them. The spread 
of knowledge through different pub lica­ 
tions is one of the greatest achievements 
of modern limes. And yet it is far from 
complete. 
The smallest villages have many places 
of 
amusement— athletic 
fields, 
tennis 
courts, golf links, moving picture the a ­ 
ters, drug stores with soda w ater stands, 
etc. 
And of course newspapers and many 
magazines 
spread 
everywhere. 
Also 
there are numerous private collections of 
b ooks. 
But pub lic lib raries which can 
reach all classes and elements of society 
are yet far from b eing sufficient.
